Hello to the Argo experts out there. 


I'm in the midst of doing some mods to my Argo 509 and have a few 


questions that someone on the list might be able to answer. 


In an effort to improve the receiver performance I called Ten Tec to 


see if they had any suggestions. One was to replace the rx front end 
and 


mixer MOSFETs with newer devices with better characteristics. Seemed 


like a good plan to me so I scoured my junk box and found a couple of 


40673's. I recall putting one of these in my HW-8 quite a few years ago 


and it made a dramatic difference on 20m and 15m. 


Replacing the mixer MOSFET to a 40673 was easy and, to my ears, made 

a slight improvement to the sensitivity. On the other hand, it could be 
just wishful thinking! In any event, it didn't seem to hurt. Changing 
the preamp MOSFET, however, is a bit more of a challenge because of the 
position of the front end board in the 509. I'm not sure I want to go 
there so I'd like to know if anyone out there has done this and if it's 


worth the effort. 


While looking at the schematic of the mixer, I wondered why Ten Tec 
chose to use a MOSFET as a mixer instead of a MC 1496 doubly balanced 
mixer as they did for the tx mixer on the same board. It doesn't look 
like much of a chore to use a more modern mixer such as a 1496 or a 


Plessey 6440 here. I have some of these so I might try it. There 
appears 


to be enough room to mount the components on a small board positioned 
above the mixer board. Again, has anyone out there done this and did it 


work well? 


I realize this is a 20 year old design so I can't expect its 
performance to match that of newer rigs but I intend to have fun trying 
to make it better. Also on my agenda are the excellent mods by Larry 
East (W1HUE/7) which are posted on the QRP-L web site, replacement of 


the 4-pole crystal filter to improve both rx and tx selectivity, and 


reduction of the noise level in the rx audio chain. Any other 


suggestions out there?

First, The 10 - 10 club was started back in the mid 70's or so, It was 
at a time when the CB radio craze swept across the U.S. CB'ers were 
demanding more spectrum and had eyes of envey upon the 28Mhz band which 
was largely unused at that time. This time also coinsided with a minimus 
in the sun spot cycle much like we are currently experiencing, so 
activety by Hams was low on 28Mhz.

It is actually 10-X rather than 10-10. And it's been around longer than 
I have been on the bands. 


>From what I was told, back when I got on 10 Meters for the first time, 
10-X was started up to try to keep the activity up on the 10 Meter band 
when it went "dead" from low sunspots. The idea was to start up local 
nets, and keep the activity up with these nets. 


In 1966, there were over 2000 10-X numbers out there, now it is over 
70,000. As with any large organization, ther are the good and the bad 
members, and all the colors and tints in between. During the several 
annual 10-X contests, a non-member will get stomped on or worse. It is 


the old "See Stranger, Hate Stranger" syndrome. 


Except for the level of intensity, it is similar to the Code/No-Code 
discussions except you are more likely to be "diss'ed" and "cuss'ed" when 
you stumble into a 10-X event as on of the "Gee, I don't have a 

number" -gang. 


I tend to call them, tell them I have been active on 10 Meters WITHOUT a 
10-X "number" for 30+ years, run a beacon on the band for EVERYONE to 
use, 10-X or not and ignore the grumbles (or worse).

I went to the tracks today to get 

a closer look. I found that the 

rails are in fact welded together. 

Years back when I was a roaming 

youth (age 8 - 10), I seem to think 

that the rails they were bonded together with 
a heavy braided steel wire. 

So, at least they are electrically together. 


Not only are they electrically connected, they pick up lots of stuff besides 
the signal data the RR company puts on them. Telluric currents and the 
natural earth resonance (Schumann resonance) are two sources of ELF noise 
that may appear on railroad tracks. Telluric signals may vary diurnally or 
at higher rates depending on the interaction of the solar wind on the 
ionosphere. The Schumann resonances start at about 8 Hz and produce an 
annoying beat with the current chopper used in the resistivity logging of 
oil wells. I found it impossible to do a noise-free resistivity survey of an 
oil well in Ohio due to the proximity of an abandoned rail line, and we used 
really tight filtering on our circuits. 


Using a RR track as an antenna sounds like a bad idea.

A little late, but here's my adventures from a 2000 ft. ridge high above 
the McKenzie river valley in central Oregon. First, my thanks to Russ 
Carpenter for the info on the site-it's a spectacular vista overlooking a 
series of ridges and valleys facing east for about a 30 mile view. I 
believe that Russ & I were about line of site about 40-50 miles apart. I 
allowed myself (or so I thought) about 1 hour to erect an antenna & prepare 
the gear for the contest, yet 10:00 AM (PDT time) came & went with me still 
trying to untangle the mess of guy lines & antenna wire from every stick 
and rock within 100 yards. Lesson #1-NEVER PUT GUY & ANTENNA WIRES ON THE 
SAME ROLL! I should know better, but there you are! 

I used my SLV pole as a support for an inverted V fed with ladder 
line, and this seemed to be going together fine until I erected the pole 
with center insulator attached, and a ‘fan' dipole for 40 & 20-one leg of 
the 40 M wire promptly snapped off the center insulator!Already being 1/2 
hr behind, I yanked off the other leg in disgust, and stuck to 20-maybe 
with open line I could QSY to 15 & retune, I thought. BIW, the SLV worked 
pretty well for a lightweight center support, though the center insulator 
did bend the top part fairly well-next time lighter center.One thing for 
end supports-small aluminum tent pegs work very well. Another nice 
discovery is that my "Plano" (brand name) field box that I pack most of my 
gear in works very well as a stand for the Sierra-just flip the handle over 
all the way, and it's like a flip-up bail to tilt the radio up about 30 
Degrees. 

Gear was Sierra, St.Louis tuner, and SST-20 to V fed with ladder line 


and whiterock key. I am now a full believer in Russ Carpenters preaching 
about using "terrain for gain"- I was on a ridge with ground sloping away 
to the east, and with the inverted V was able to hear many ,many signals 
from all over that I never heard prior. The theory is all laid out in Les 
Moxon's antenna book (RSGB) and Russ has sites modeled on a very slick 
terrain map with lobes of radiation and also signal strength for many parts 
of the US from a fixed location. Next time you go afield, give serious 
thought to the terrain and how it enhances signals. 

I had a great time, learned a lot, and almost got a shot of a big fat 
bumble bee buzzing around the SST-keep your eyes on the ARS page for a "Bee 
mascot"

The important lesson learned thru all this is that chosing the BEST ANTENNA 
for your location involves a lot of issues.

In most cases hams like me try to find the “ultimate antenna" without knowing 
fully the technical aspects involved.

LIGHTWEIGHT TOWER: I have built a "portable" tower for those wanting to get a 
vertical wire greater than 20 feet (SLV). Not as portable as the fishing rod 
but may be great for camping or FD. This is set up for a 30-36 ft unit 
depending upon whether you use 5' or 6' sections. It is using small size PVC 


(1") which is tensioned. 


At the 10' (or12) ft and the 20 (or 24) ft point are four 1" PVC 18" long 
cross members. The tension cords or wires are run rom the apex to the upper 
and lower cross members and then to the base of the PVC pipe where a 
turnbuckle is installed on each tension member. There are 4 of these running 
down. You adjust the tension so the mast is errect. It is fairly sturdy. I am 
working on the design to incorporate 1-1/4" PVC as the base section (lower 10 
feet) so you can slip it over a post for its support. 


You can make it with 3/4" but the tesioning is a little more touchy. 


This is surprisingly sturdy. It can be guyed up or put over a steel post. I 
use 800 pound small diameter nylon cord for my tensioners. 


I call it the "POLISH MISSLE" (Dujenski is the rest of my handle)...Alan

Hi Dave, 


Yes, Heath made a number of full solid state transceivers. Of course, 
the HW-7 (1972 thru 1975), HW-8 (1976 thru 1983), and HW-9 (1984 thru 
1991) QRP transceivers were fully solid state, as was the HW-99 (1985 
thru 1987). Also, Heath manufactured the SB-104 (1974 thru 1977), 
SB-104A (1977 thru 1982) and its lower cost (sans digital display) 
brethren -- the HW-104 (1975 thru 1977). The SB-104, SB-104A, and HW-104 
were SSB/CW 100 watt transceivers. Later, came their expensive ($2,795) 
SS-9000 (1982 thru 1984). This was a fully assembled unit and also was 

a SSB/CW 100 watt fully solid state transceiver. The HW-5400 was the 


last big transceiver Heath manufactured. It was made only in 1983 and 
1984; it was a kit, SSB/CW 100 watts, and required about 100 hours to 
build. Heath also "marketed" in 1988 thru 1991 the SB-1400, a SSB/CW 100 
watt transeiver, but it was actually manufactured by Yaesu. It was 
essentially a FT-747GX. 


The SS-9000 project supposedly cost Heath around $3,000,000 and was a 
marketing debacle. Most likely, it was one of the final nails in the 
Heath coffin. It could not compete with the Japanese rigs at its selling 
price. Although the SB-104A was a pretty decent transceiver, the 
original SB-104 was a major problem. Heath's fully 100 watt SSB/CW 

solid state transceivers were never as popular (or as profitable for the 
company) as their fully tube or hybrid-designed transceivers.

With all the discussion about the 10-10 guys on SSB, I suggest that we 
start plowing up the fallow area of 10 meters -- the CW band. TI haven't 
had a 10-meter CW QSO in literally years. Every time I listen I hear 
more and more illegal SSB, AM and other garbage there. 


This is a pity, because this is probably THE MOST EFFECTIVE QRP DX 
BAND/MODE! When the sunspots were high, I routinely worked all over the 
world with QRP and simple antennas, including working DXpeditions 
through pileups. The skip on 10 seems 'focussed' on a smaller 
geographicical area at any given time (e.g., the DX will hear the W6's 
but not the W5's and vice versa), and signal strength is higher. This 
gives the little guy a better shot. When you include the (no flames, 
please) approximately 18 db advantage of CW over SSB, you see that the 
only limit is activity! 


Also, you can easily build or buy a beam cheap -- and put it up ata 
reasonable height for 10 meters, too. 


Let's use this band before --if it isn't too late already-- we lose it 
by default!

Howdi, 


for the first time in I don't know how many months, I had time to tinker 
in the shack. I had two Tick-II keyer kits and an altoid box. My goal 
was to make a set of portable paddles/keyer with using only parts I had 
available in my shack. 


I first built up the keyer kit. It only took a little bit of time. I 
built my with the 12 V option and piezo speaker. It fired up fine the 
first time. 


I next needed some paddles to mount on top of the altoids. I looked at 
my Whitebrook and thought they would make a good model. The problem was 
getting the correct thickness plastic for the paddles. I had cut up some 
plastic boxes to experiment. On one of my trips through the house I saw 
my son eating crackers and cheese. The little snack packs have little 
red sticks to put the cheese on the crackers. I told him to deliver the 
stick to the shack as soon as he was finished. Guess what, about the 
EXACT length and width and only a little stiffer than the Whitebrook.. 
and red. I then made him eat the only remaining pack of snacks to get my 
other paddle material (child abuse :x) 


I didn't have a block of plastic, so I cut up some wood to use as my 
center block. This actually made it easier to assemble, I used a small 
screw on each paddle to attach the end points to the wood.. worked 
great. for the center post I used a metal standoff. I had to disassemble 
something to get two small bots for the contacts. Since I didn't have 
any solder lugs, like Whitebrook uses from the paddle end points to the 
plug, I directly connected the wire from the Tick II to each bolt and 
one to the center connector. I even found some feet pads the same size 
as Whitebrook uses to put on the end of the paddles. 


I experimented with two different placements of the center post to get 
the "feel" of the paddle correct. This is what makes the Whitebrook 
paddles nice is the type of plastic they use for the paddles and the 


center post. 


The paddles seem to work very well. I have the pads epoxied to the 
paddles pieces and had to re-glue one this am. I am using a 9 volt 
battery inside the Altoids box for power. I have no external connectors. 
The push button is to the right of the paddles and the Piezo speaker is 
right above the button. I admitt it isn't a pretty picture, but this is 
my prototype. 


I don't think I like the way the Tick II commands work. I find them to 
be confusing, but might just need to get use to it. I think if you press 
the button once it should send the memory message... this is what I use 
most.. 99+%. I think to get to the commands you should press and hold 
the button. I think this is the way some of the other keyers work. I 
also found I had to send my 3X3 CQ pretty rapidly without much spacing 
to get it to fit in memory.

Hello Fellow QRPers, I have been following the posts on the use of RR 
tracks for grounds, antennas etc. I have a little knowledge of the RR 
since I have been a Conductor for 25 years. Years ago the RR's used 
sectioned rail that is jointed and bonded.Now, most RR are using welded 
rail that comes in 1/4 mile sections and then is welded together.In 
either case the rail is connected mechanically and electrically. There is 
a low voltage on these rails and when the train or car passes over the 
rail it has a shorting effect, which in turn dispays the blocks(RR 
traffic light), and activates all the RR crossing lights and x-bucks(big 
wooden or fiberglass arms). The mainline rails are not really grounded 
since they sit on oak ties. The RR use a dc system and so the rails for 
most part sort float above ground. One could use one rail for a ground or 
a "snake" type ant. in theory. BUT, for liability reasons I would be very 
careful as has been noted on these posts. Stay away from currently used 
rail. If you find an old abandoned spur and want to connect a wire, one 
would probably be ok. One thing to look for when connecting to rail, is 


the "bond wires". If you dont see the copper wire(4#8 0 #10) connecting at 
the joints, you may have a sorry connection. Metal to metal after so many 
years makes for a bad ground or rf connnection. One thing that makes us 
RR's nervous is, people close to the track. Had a kid try to play chicken 
last week with the train and almost give me a heart attack! He did make 
it off the rail, and Im glad, but sure ruined my day at work. I did tie 
into old railspur one time when I was on 75m mobile and it did make a 
difference in the signals. BOTTOM LINE: Rule 1: Stay away from Railroad 
that is still being used. It IS a dangerous place to be, I know first 
hand from experience.72, and " Happy Rails To You"!

Hi Homebrew and QRP-L folks, I'm done determining 

the ouptut power of my Pixie2. Many thanks to all 

who sent excellent suggestions via email. I thank 

each and every one for the comments. I have no o-scope 
so am stuck with the voltage measurement. Now that I've 
researched the internal design of the 8471A Detector, I 
realize the measurements were BOGUS. However, the output 
power of the pixie2 was still low. Read on..... 


The detector is the HP8471A (Correct Part Number), which 
incorporates a ‘Point Contact diode’. 


Here's what I found out last night. 


1. The 8471A has an internal 50 ohm load. So I didn't 
need to load the pixie2. 


2. I had used a 100 pF cap on the collector of Q2 instead 

of the .1uF originally designed. Big mistake -- That's where 
So Here's What I got: 

Original transmission was at 69.7 mW (100 pF coupling cap) 
Measured 1.32 Volts out of Pixie2 with xtal detector. 

Peak Power=(1.32/.707)%2/50=69.7 mW 

So 637 Miles/.0697=9139.17 Miles/Watt (I really Believe this) 
PIXIE Coupling Cap changed BACK To ORIGINAL .1 uF: 


(Broadcast noise Bad again) 
Measured 2.52 Volts out of Pixie2 with xtal detector. 


Peak Power=(2.52/.707)%2/50=254 mW 
This all on 7.04 MHz Xtal. 


On 3.579 and 3.6864 I got 2.85 V or 324 mW.
